A Story of a Thousand Cash and Five

The relaxation from the labors of legisla- 
tion has been very unrestful so far this sum- 
mer for many of the members of the House of 
Delegates.The coming week promises but little 
more peace of mind to the 
harassed delegates than the past, as the 
Grand-jury has completed the work charged 
for first attention, and on Monday morning 
will begin the investigation into the doings of 
the House of Delegates. The law of limitation 
proves a highly unsatisfactory provision to all 
parties concerned. It interposes an obstruc- 
tion between Justice and the false-swear- 


ing delegates, for whom the jail gate 
was invitingly open. To the  dele- 
gates this was a welcome revelation, 


but it is a galling fact to citizens whose inter- 
ests are helplessly in the hands of untrust- 
worthy men. The discovery of the statute 
brought joy to disqualified delegates, but the 
peace that it was expected would follow 
among these good men did notcome. The 
public has considered the evidence and re- 
turned its verdict. The Grand-jury should 
need no spurring to do this duty to their fellow 
citizens. A full investigation and a full and 
calm report is expected from this Grand-jury. 
CIRCUIT ATTORNEY CLOVER 
was called upon at his office this morning and 
asked if the investigation of the reported mis- 
doings of certain members of the lower 
branch of the Municipal Assembly would be 
taken up next week. 

The Grand- jury nas His posed ot the regular 
work and is finishing up to-day. The taking 
of testimony in the matters relating te she 
charges agülnst certain members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly will be begun on Monday. 
Subpoenas have been issued for all the parties 
reported to be in possession of information 
concerning these matters.’’ 

„Have any of the delegates been sum- 
moned?’’ ° 

**Yes, some members of the House have been 
served. You must understand that under omr 
laws on bribery the giver and taker are equally 
guilty and punishable, and that furthermore 
any man who goes before the Grand-jury and 
gives testimony guiltily implicating himself 
cannot be indicted and proceeded ayainst 
thereon. Itis doubtful what action can be 
subsequently taken. The point has never 
been decided. 

„„All matters will, however, be investigated 
according to the court’s instruction?’’ 

„Tes; all witnesses will be examined. I 
don’t know what shape the report will take. 
As I understood the Court he instructed 
against making a sensational report and 
specific personal charges which should be 
embodied in an indictment if possible. How- 
ever, the making of the final report isa matter 
entirely in the discretion of the gentlemen of 
the Grand-jury, who may present and cover 
what pointe they see fit. I have no right 
whatever, to advise them on this subject. It 
rests entirely with the jurors what character 
of report they shall make.’’ 

What action will you take in the quo war- 
ranto proceedings?“ 

Jou have published the law. If a relator 
appears it makes it mandatory on me to in- 
stitute and prosecute such proceedings. 
There are, however, other points involved in 
that matter on which I am not as well satisfied 
as I wish to be, principally on the question of 
how subsequent qualification by an officer 
originally disqualified would affect such a 
case.

MERCHANTS MAD. 


New York Shippers Complain of Classifica. 
tion—A Ratiroad Cut. 


New York, July 10.—Two years ago the dry- 
goods merchants of this city protested against 
the railroad classification of cotton goods. 
The protest was made to the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, and was unanimously sus- 
tainea. The railroads, however, took no ac- 
tion inthe matter and the merchants have 
since done nothing exceptto complain ata 
course that makes it almost impossibie for 


them to compete with Western 
and Southern sellers. The railroads 
operatin west ot Chicago classify 


cotton piece goods, such as calico, cambrics, 
canton flannels, cottonades, cotton prints, 
demis, drills, jeans, sheeténgs, shirtings, etc., 
as fiftn-class freight. Eastern railroads ciass- 
ify them as first-class, and it costs New York 
merchants as much to ship a pound of cotton 
as silk goods. They say that they must have 
relief if they desire to retain their trade in cot- 
ton goods. A call has been issued for a 
meeting at the Merchant’s Club on 
Tuesday for the purpose of appointing 
a committee to take necessary action in the 
matter. he call is signed by H. B. Claflin & 
Co., Bliss, Fabyn & Co., Tefft, Weller & Co., 
Sweetzer, Pembroke & Co., Dunham, Buckley 
& Co, and a number of other prominent firms. 
The committee will wait upon Pool Commis- 
sioner Fink, and endeavor to make him feel 
aboutthe matter as the merchants do. All 
they ask, they claim, is simple justice from 
the railroads. 


The St. Paul Reduces Rates. 


St. PAUL, Minn., July 10.—The Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Road yesterday notified shippers of 
flour and milistaffs that it has reduced its 
rates on business destined to the seaports 


from 7% cents to 5 cents per 100 pounds, 
Minneapolis to Chicago. This reduces the 
through rate to 2% cents, and makes it the 
same via Chicago and Milwaukee as via 
Duluthand Washburn. The Lake Superior 
lines have been allowed a differential of 5 
cents, but for some time past the differ- 
ential they have used has been but 2% cents. 
Had they used the full 5 centsthey would have 
been compelled to carry their business to the 
head of the lake tor nothing, as the agreed 
rate from there has been Ze, or 24ec more 
than the lake rate east from Chicago. The re- 
ductiin to 5 cents was not unexpected, for 
rumors of such a move have been current for 


some — past. The oid rate of 7½% was not 
intend to apply upon business shipped 
locally to C o, but because it was so ap- 


plied the reduction on the through rate is said 
to have been made.

| CRUMBS OF COMFORT. 


THE GRAND OLD MAN GETS SOME SATIS- 
FACTION, 


Trevelyan, the ‘Deserter, Beaten by a Glad- 
stonian—Hartington Likely to Suffer Simi- 
larly—Complexion of the Commons—Lit- 
erary Notes—Emperor William on Re- 
ligion—A Sly American Schooner—General 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 10.—In the general defeat there 
are not wanting crumbs of comfort to Mr. 
Gladstone, such as Goschen’s defeat, Brand’s 
defeat in Oardiff, Trevelyan (now Sir 
George) beaten this morning for the 


border burgs by thirty votes, and 
Albert Gray, who will be beaten 
at Tyneside. I learn that even Lord Harting- 


ton’s defeat to-day in his own old constitu- 
ency of Rosendale, is almost probable. These 
unexpected victories must greatly encourage 
Gladstone. Of the twenty-three elections yes- 
terday the Tories gained only one. The Union- 
ists held their own in five seats. It is now, 
therefore, possible 
TO FORECAST WITH SOME CONFIDENCE 
the composition of the new Commons. The 
following calculation is based on the supposi- 
tion that the seats vacant will fall to the sev- 
eral parties which were last in possesson. 
This, of course, will not be exactly so, 
but losses and gains will probably 
be about equal. At noon to-day 530 
members were elected, consisting of 142 Lib- 
erals, 73 Parnellites, 265 Conservatives and 50 
Unionists. Of the 140 still to be elected, I cal- 
culate 69 Liberals, 13 Parnellites, 32 OConserva- 
tives and 26 Unionists will be returned. This 
gives the totals for home rule and Gladstone 
of 297, against home rule and Gladstone, 373. 
Thus there is a total majority against home 
rule of 76 and a majority of Conservatives over 
Liberals and Unionists of 10. If these figures 
prove wrong, it will be because it is too favor- 
able to Gladstome. 
THE FINAL RESULT 


being thus in view, the question 
now is what will be done by 
Gladstone. I know for a fact that he desires 


to resign instantly in face of this crushing re- 
verse. In his last speech before the fatal 
division he promised the house as definitely 
as he ever promises anything, if the decision 
of the country was against him 
be would summon Parliament early 
in August, every one understanding 
him to mean he would summon it to receive 
his resignation. The greatest pressure is, 
however, now being brought to bear upon 
him by friends to persuade him not to resign 
until the opinion of the new commons con- 
stitutionally expressed in an adverse vote 
compels him to do so.

Ilearn that great efforts 
are being made privately throughont the 
country to evoke an expression of public 
opinion to this effect.

most impossible to conceive how even so old 
a Parliamentary hand can meet the furious 
onslaught he would thus provoke from nearly 
every side.

English Elections. 


Loxpox, July 10.—The Tories and Unionists 
combined have beaten Mr. Timothy Healy, 
Parnellite, in South Londonderry, Mr. 
Thomas Lea, the Unionist candidate ,receiving 
4,737 votes to Mr. Healy’s 4,629. The entire 
poll was 7,366 votes, a falling off of 515 from 
the last election. Mr. Healy, however, in- 
creased his vote 896 over what he polled 
last year, butthe Liberals and Tories com- 
bined on Lea, Unionist, instead of dividing on 
a Tory and a Liberal as last year. The Tories 
have won 66 seats, 7 from the Union- 
ists and 59 from the Liberals. The Liberals 
have won 2% seats, the Parnellites 1 and the 
Unionists 4. The net Unionist gain is 35. 

The latest results show that 288 Tories have 
been elected, 61 Unionists, 145 Liberals ane 72 


Parnellites. 
BIG LIBERAL VICTORY. 


The Right Hon. George Otto Trevelyan, 
who, with Mr. Chamberiain, resigned from 
the Cabinet to oppose Mr. Gladstone’s 
Irish policy, has been defeated as the 
Unionist candidate in Hawaick for Parli- 
ment. In the last election Mr. 
Trevelyan was returned as a 
Liberal from Hawaick without opposition. 
This year Mr. John Dillon stumped the dis- 
trict against him, denouncing him for his op- 
position to the Premier’s policy toward Ire- 
land and pointing out the unreasonableness 
of Mr. Trevelyan’s attitude, in view of the 
fact that he had been Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land and by actual observation knew the mer- 
ite ot the issue. The result has been that out 
of the total vote of 5,016 polled in Hawsaick 
purgs, Mr. A. L. Brown, the Gladstonian 
candidate, received a majority of 30, obtaining 
2,523 to the 2,493 secured by Mr. Trevelyan.

cashire. The election takes place next 
Monday. In the last election Lord Hart- 
ington was returned as a’ Liberal by a 
majority of 1,832 in a total poll of 10,288. 
His opposition to the Government's Irish pol- 
icy induced the Liberals to ask Michael Davitt 
to contest Rosendale.

tated and finally declined, assuming 
that Lord Hartington’s attidude was 
purely patriotic and disinterested.

Ferdinand James De Rothschild has been re- 
elected for Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire, as a 
Unionist, bya majority of 3,000, a slight in- 
crease over his majority at the last election. 
The Liberals have won Osgoldgross, York- 
shire, from the Unionists, defeating Sir J. W. 
Ramsden, Bart., from re-election, and send- 
ing in his place Mr. J. Austin. 

JOHN BRIGHT'S LETTER.

A WILD THREAT. 

Eight thousand Orangemen paraded to-day 
in Glasgow. They subsequently held a 
mass meeting. A resolution was adopted de- 
claring that if necessary they would establish 
an armed union ofthe Irish and their English 
and colonial brethren and resist to the death a

Unconfirmed Nominations.

WASHINGTON, D. O., July 10.—The Sen- 
ate yesterday, in executive session, considered 
only the Goode case and took four hours and 
twenty minutes to disposeof that. There are 
now on the executive calendar and 


in the hands of committees about three hun- 
dred nominations. Of these about two hun- 
dred and twenty-five are poatmasters. There 
are, perhaps, a dozen afmy  appoint- 
ments, a few Oonsuils, fifteen errito- 
rial Marshals, Attorneys and Judges, the 
two Oommissioners or Alaska, a few 
Indian Inspectors, Indian Agents and Receiv- 
ers of Public money. Shelly, the fourth 
Auditor ofthe Treasury, is also unconfirmed. 
When the Senate again gets to ex- 
ecutive business it will dispose 
of the unobjected cases and then probably get 
into a wrangle over Morris Thomas, the noto- 
rious Indian Inspector. Itis extremely im- 
probable that the Senate will dispose 
of two-thirds of the nominations now on 
hand. Three who hold temporary commis- 
sions will probably have them renewed when 
Congress adjourns. In cases where nomina- 
tions have been made since Congress met the 
President will probably suspend the Repub- 
lican official and renew the appointment made 
to the Senate.

NOT A FELONY. 
Cases Dismissed Against Dealers in Bogus 
Butter. 


Inthe Criminal Court this morning Circuit 
Attorney Glover entered a nolle prosequi in

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT’S CROP 
ESTIMATES. 


— 


Cotton Generally Many Days Late—Favor- 
able Weather Necessary to Any Advance 
Corn Promises a Full Yield—Missouri 
Enjoying a Full Stand- Averages of 
Cereals. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—The cotton returns to 
the Department of Agriculture for July 1 rep- 
resent the crop ten to fifteen days late, the 
low grounds saturated with the excessive rains 
of June, ageneral prevalence of the aphis in 
such situations and asmothering growth of 
grass and weeds. The dryer uplands 
show a vigorous plant growth and in full- 
handed plantations clean cultivation. This 
description will apply to all the States except 
Texas, Arkansas and Tennessee. There has 
been improvement during June in these States 
and retrogression in all the others. There will 
be asmall area abandoned from inability to 
cultivate it, and some injury to plants will re- 
sultin the process of cleaning. Reduction in 
condition is mainly in North and South Caro- 
lina, Alabama and Mississippi. Georgia was 
reported low in June. The general average of 
condition is 8. It was 88.7 on the 
first of June. Last year it was 96 in July, a 
gain of 4 per cent during June. Favorable 
weather in July with prompt destruction of 
weeds may advance the condition, but fur- 
ther rains orlong continued drouth would 


work serious injury to the crop. 
While a fair product may yet be 
possible east of the Mississippi, 


the condition of that portion of the crop may 
be considered somewhat critical. The aver- 
ages x! States are as follows: Virginin, 92; 
North Carolina, 91; South Carolina, 76; Georgia, 
81; Alabama, 80; Mississippi, 79; Louisiana, 
84; Texas, 97; Arkansas, 92; Tennessee, 98. 
The acreage of corn has ve sligutiy de- 
clined in the Middle States aid in Maryland, 
Virginia and South Carolina, with some in- 
crease in other States of the South, which is 
west of the Mississippi. 

Ohio Valley the Cae 
is nearly the same as in 1885. 
West of the Mississippi theincrease is heavy: 
In Kansas, 20 per cent; Nebraska, 10; Dacota, 
30. The total increase is 3% per cent, or about 
2,500,000 acres. Corn is late onthe Atlantic 
coast from wet weather, cool nights and slow 
germination. In many situations the seed 
rotted and re-planting became necessary. In- 
stances are reported of planting three times. 


Yet there is generally A fair 
standard and the cro is growing 
and healthy and wit seasonable 


July weather will make a full yield. It has 
suffered quite as much on the Gulf coast 
where wet areas are still more unpromising. 
The red lands generally. bear a vigorous 
growth, whilein the gray soils and bottoms 
plants are a. and spindling. 
the areas have ready been abandoned. 
Some parts of Bexas have been dry, but 
abundant recent rains will suffice for a good 
crop in the eastern and central counties. 
Arkansas shows high condition, but Tennessee 
reports injury from low temperature and ex- 
cessive rain. The great corn belt of the West 
reports medium to high condition, growing 
better from Ohio to Kansas. The issouri 
Valley averages better than the Ohio River 
and Lake region. There isa full stand in Mis- 


souri, vigorous and even growth and 
ten days earlier than last year. 
The Kansas returns are equally favor- 
able. Insect injury has nowhere been 
serious. Thechinch bug is now 9 
some localities in the West. The genera 


average is 95, against 94 last year, and 96 in 
i884. The State averages of the following 
States are: New York, 92; Pennsylvania, ; 
Virginia, 93; Georgia, 92; Texas, 82; Kentucky, 
91; Ohio, 93; Indiana, 93; Michigan, 
96; Illinois 97; Missouri, 101; Kansas, 102; 
Nebraska, 95; lowa, 99. 

The condition of winter wheat is reported 
for tbe first of July in Northern districts not 
harvested and in the Southern States as it ap- 
peared at the time of the harvest The 
average has declined from 92.7 to 91.2. New 
York reports a decline of (points; Pennsyliva- 
nia, 5; Kentucky, 2; Michigan, 6; Missouri, 1; 
Kansas,3. Ohio and Indiana’ remain as in 
June and Illinois. gaines 1 point. The con- 
dition of spring wheat has declined from 98 
in June to 88, in consequence of higb 
temperature, drying winds and lack of rain. 
In the principal States the decline has been: 
Wisconsin, from 97 to 75; Minnesota, 99 to 78; 
lowa, 100 to 90; Nebraska, 97 to 8, and Da- 
kota, from 99 to 85. 

The condition of oats average 89, a decline 
of.7 points. Rye maintains its position, av- 
eraging 9. The average of barley is 90.

THE BRIDGE ASSESSMENT. 


A LIVELY TIME IN THE CITY COUNCIL OVER 
ITS REDUCTION. 


Evidence that the Board of Revision Was 
Infinenced—Hard Restrictions Placed on 
Raltlroads—Policemen Appointed to Pro- 
tect the Toun— The East St. Louis Budget. 


The City Council of East St. Louis is 
determined to put the screws on the 
railroad companies and other corpora- 
tions for resisting the tax levy, 
and thereby clogging the governmental 
machinery. At a meeting held this morning 
several ordinances were introduced placitg 
additional restrictions on the companies in 
regard to the running of their trains. 

The Council convened with all the members 
present and Mayor Joyce presiding. Alder- 
man Russell introduced an amendment 
to section 1 of ordinance 460, reguilat- 
ing the speed of trains. The amendment 
was that passenger trains be allowed to 
run at a rate of ten miles an hour, and single 
locomotives and other trains at a rate of six 
miles an hour. The amendment was carried. 
Alderman Shea introduced an ordinance au- 
thorizing and ordering Treasurer Flannigen 
to receive in payment for licenses, on and 
after July 1, city tax warrants drawn against 
the tax levee of 1885. The ordinance was 


passed. Alderman Haines then introduced 
an ordinance to the effect that no locomotive 
or train of cars be permitted to stop upon 
any public highway or crossing longer than 
five minutes at a time, and that no company 
be permitted to run its engines and cars 
across public highways in making up trains 
in such a manner as to obstruct the free pas- 
sage of persons or vehicles; any one guilty 
of a violation of the ordinance to be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished by a fine of not less than 8 or more 
than $100. The ordinance was passed bya 
unanimous vote. If carried into effect it will 
be a restriction which will prevent several of 
the companies from carrying on their business 
with the same rapidity as formerly. 
ALDERMAN 8TACK 

introduced a resolution to the effect that the 
stagnant ponds on lots 43, 44, 45, 46, owned by 
Buckland & Pallen, be deciared a nuisance 
and the firm ordered to fill them up within 
thirty days. If they failed to comply with 
the order in the specified time the ordinance 
provided that the Street Inspector proceed 
with a sufficient force of men to accomplish 
the work and keep an accurate account of the 
expense. 

It had been expected that the Council would 
reinstate some of the police, but as none of 
the Aldermen showed any disposition to offer 
aresolution to that effect Mayor Joyce arose 
and advised them not to adjourn with- 
out appointing a few worthy and 
reliable men to ive protection to life 
and property and stability to the government. 
At the conclusion of the Mayor’s address a 
consultation was held, and Alderman Mengus 
of the Second Ward finally introduced a reso- 
lution that Edward — Jerry Coffey, 
Pat O'Neil, James McFarland, Jerry 
Halloran, T. J. Canty, John Mansfield, John 
Dowd and Con Madigan rg-appointed. Mayor 
Joyce objected to the list submitted, as the 
men were not evenly divided among thé 
wards. Thelist of names submitted, how- 
ever, was adopted. 

Mayor Joyce stated that he desired to call 
the Council’s attention to a reported reduc- 
tion of $250,000 by the Board of Revision in the 
Bridge Company's assessment. He said that 


he had been credibly informed that Town 
Olerk Wheelove, one of the mem- 
bers of the Board, had made 
the statement that he had to 
vote for the reduction or else lose his position 
on the bridge. Several of the membéfs of the 


Council said that they had heard the same 
thing, and Chief Halloran spoke up and 
agreed to produce a man to whom 
Mr. Wheelove had made the statement. He 
was was told by the Mayorto do so and in a 
few minutes returned to the Council Chamber 
with Assistant Assessor Edward Bunyan. 
MR. BUNYAN,’’ 

said Mayor Joyce, ‘‘did Mr. Wheelove ever 
make any statementto you giving a reason 
why he had voted for a reduction of $250,000 in 
the Bridge Company’s Assessment?’’

He 
said ‘‘it was truly a deplorable thing that East 
St. Louis should be represented by men who 
had no more sense of duty than Mr. 
Wheelove had shown, if the reports 
about him were true.’’ He advised the Coun- 
cil to delegme some one to appear before the 
County Board of Supervisors on Monday, 
when the assessments will be considered, to 
look after the city’s interest. Mr. B. H. 
Canby was appointed anc the Council, after 
the transaction of some routine business, then 
adjourned.

oe A TALE OF TWO CITIES. 

Like St. Louis, Philadelphia has contin- 
ually increased her wealth and popula- 
tion while failing to hold the prominence 
she formerly held over her commercial 
competitors. First it was the Erie Canal 
to the lakes and the railroads radiating 
from the lakes that put New York ahead 
of Philadelphia, and eventually Chicago 
ahead of St. Louis. A great waterway to 
the West has since saved New York and 
Chicago from the adverse railroad dis- 
criminations that have retarded, though 
not wholly prevented, the growth of 
Philadelphia and St. Louis. The follow- 
ing from the Philadelphia Record tells a 
story that with very slight alterations 
would be equally applicable to St. Louis: 

Philadeiphia’s commerce has declined be- 
cause her business men have not had 
the courage to protect themselves from the 
illegal extortions of two railroad corporations. 
Her shipping houses have lost much of their 
business, and her merchants have allowed their 
trade to drift to New York and Baltimore. 
Since the first of the year Philadelphia ship- 
masters and agents have sent 125 vessels in 
ballast from her wharves and towed them to 
other ports to procure cargoes for foreign 
ports; her manufacturers have sent their 
products to New York to secure cheap rates 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad to Western 
markets; her commercial bodies have noted a 
steady decreuse in exports—a drop from nearly 
twenty million bushels of grain in 1876 to less 
than ten million bushels in 1885—but no one 
has raised his hand in defense of his own. 
Even though the State Constitution guaran- 
teed equal rights to every shipper and pro- 
vided ample protection from unjust discrim- 
ination, there were not two business houses 
in all the great city of Philadelphia that could 
be relied upon to fight for the enforcement of 
the highest law of the State. 

They did not fight because all the while 
they had it dinned into their ears that the 
Pennsylvania Road expended a great deal 
of money in Philadelphia and was just 
holding her up by the tail, as it were, and 
saving her from being utterly blotted out 
as a city. And because individuals had 
more to expect from the favor than from 
the fears of the great monopoly that was 
running both the State and City govern- 
ments, it not only denied them their law- 
ful rights, but wheedled or bulldozed 
them into concessions which enabled itto 
exclude all competition in transportation 
by making a fenced-up monopoly of all 
Philadelphia's terminal facilities. 

St. Louis furnishes a parallel case in 
her dealings with the Gould system since 
it obtained control of her bridge and ter- 
minal facilities. And when her Municipal 
Assembly, in defiance ofa general popular 
outcry against the outrage, closes the last 
gap open to competition and hands the 
keyto Mr. GOULD, we aretoldthat he 
spends $1,000,000a yearin St. Louis, is 
one of her greatest benefactors, and will 
certainly transfer the headquarters of his 
system to Kansas City if St. Louis dare to 
deny him anything. 

When next this argument is used to the 
business men of St. Louis, let them ask 
themselves what he will gain or this city 
lose by that if she has the pluck to assert 
her rights under the law. Let them con- 
sult the census tables and compare the 
rank St. Louis held in population, manu- 
factures and commerce before Mr. GOULD 
came here with the rank which she now 


holds.

DESCRIPTIVE LOVELINESS. 

A new reign of sweetness and light has 
dawned upon the East, and the news- 
papers have caught the infection of ex- 
uberant loveliness and lightsome joy. 
This is the way in which a Long Island re- 
porter frames the introductory sentence 
of a lengthy wedding notice: 
Marriage belis, figuratively speaking, were 
gayly ringing on Wednesday evening, while 
Cupid, with the torch of Hymen, sat smiling 
upon the throne of Love and lighted two hearts 
to the altar, where the irrevocable vows 
were plighted that made them one. 
This fine descriptive extract does not 
accord with the popular view of the mar- 
riage ceremony, which is generally re- 
garded as a plain and simple domestic 
arrangement. Hereit is portrayed, ac- 
cording to the sweetness-and-light notion, 
as a process that is scientific in its laby- 
rinthine complications and classical 
in its wealth of mythological ap- 
pendages. It will be observed that 
Cupid sat smiling “with the torch of 
Hymen,’’ from which we draw the mel- 
ancholy conclusion that Hymen could not 
attend and hold his own torch, being per- 
haps sick or detained for some other rea- 
son. This regrettable circumstance some- 
what marred the eclat and joyousness of 
the occasion, since Hymen is commonly. 
regarded as a very important personage 
among the Pagan divinities who are ex- 
pected to drop in at marriage ceremonies. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 
The inequalities of pay in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, regardless of the respon- 
sibility and dignity of the various services 
to be rendered in that department, are by 
no means creditable to the lawyer in- 
fluence in Congress. No more inviting 
field for practical reform awaits a lawyer 
President who proposes to run a re- 
form administration. A Judge of the Su- 
preme Court gets $10,000 a year, while the 
clerk of that Court is paid as much as any 
three or four of the Judges. A Judge of 
the United States Circuit Court gets $6,000 
a year and would be impeached if he ac- 
cepted any other professional emolument. 
But the legitimate official emoluments of 
the District Attorney may not only quad- 
ruple the pay of the Judge, but from the 


or other attorneys specially employed and 
paid by the Government, while its own 
law officer appears for the other side. At- 
torney-General BREWSTER’S Official salary 
was a trifle compared with the fees he re- 
ceived from corporations for services ren- 
dered by him in court during his 
term of office, and for a few 
months’ work he allowed BLiss 
of New York special fees amounting to 
more than $100,000—more than the amount 
paid to all the Judges of the Supreme 
Court for a whole year’s work. Neither 
lawyer nor layman can defend the justice 
or policy of such a distribution of the 
rewards for service in that department.

„It gught not to require an argument to prove 
to the labor organizations that not alune their 
power for good but their very existence de- 
pends upon their successin keeping pubiic 
opinion on their side. They are as blind as 
mummies if they do not see that when the peo- 
ple are with them they are as strong as giants, 
and when the people are against them they 
are as weak as infants. 

A great danger threatens the labor organiza- 
tions to-day. By their indiscreet expressions 
of sympathy with the boycotters and biack- 
mailers of the anarchist schoolthey are excit- 
ing the suspicion that they are in affiliation 
with those enemies of the public peace. If 
this suspicion should grow to be a conviction 
the labor organizations would forfeit all pub- 
lic sympathy and their power for good would 
be forever lost.

The cry of the hungry is heard in ourstreets, 
and, despite the works which have been 
started from time to time, the unemployed are 
still far too numerous. The laboring classes 
are suffering most severely, and this notwith- 
standing that thousands have left us during 
the past few months for the other colonies, the 
exodus by sea alone for the present year being 
some three thousand in excess of the arrivals. 
Unfortunately, however, for themselves there 
are many among us who have not the means to 
transport their wives and families to the other 
colonies and these have to weather the storm 
here as best they can, orifthey determine to 
go themselves, leave their families behind 
them, subjected to many privations and temp- 
tations to become, in all probability, the re- 
cipients of assistance from the 
Board. 

But at length the labor markets of the other 
colonies seem fully supplied. From New Zea- 
land, from New South Wales, from Western 
Australia, the cry is that work is scarce; and 
from Victoria, too, comes a warning that there 
is some difficulty in absorbing the thousands 
that are pouring in. Our working and artizan 
classes find themselves in a sad dilemma. The 
demand fortheir labor has almost ceased in 
South Australia, and it is rapidly coming to an 
end in the other colonies.

FIGHTING GERONIMO. 


Lieut. L. M. Keohler’s Description of That 
Pastime in New Mexico. 


Lieut. L. M. Keohler of the Sixth Cavalry, 
stationed at Fort Cummings, N.M., registered | 
at the Southern this morning. The Lieutenant 
graduated at West Point about one year ago 
and went direct from the cadet’s hop to the 
wilds of the Southwest. During the past 
six months or 80 he has deen 


in command ofone of the detachments of 
United States regulars which have been chas- 
ing old Geronimo overthe mountains of New 
Mexico. When last seen by a Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent at Santa Fe, N. M., Keohier 
was en route to join his regiment. His dress and 

eneral make-up on that occasion was, to say 
he least, rather peculiar, considering the cir- 
cumstances. Together with a friend and 
class-mate, Lieut. O’Brien, and Keohbler had 
stopped over a day and night atthe wild West- 
ern town of Leadville, Col., and attended a 
free and easy Mexican dance-house. With an 
Eastern idea of the proprieties the two 7 
officers were attired in full dress svite and hig 
silk hate for the occasian. When 
they returned to their hotel in the early morn- 
ing, the suave clerk informed them that, 
knowing that nevi | intended leaving that morn- 
ing, he had reileved them of all bother and 
worry about their baggage by sending it to the 
depot the night previous, checked through to 
Deming, N. M. The officers had no other 
clothes with them and were obliged 
to make the trip through the Terri- 
to and to report to their commanding 
officer at Fort Wingate in civilian full dress 
and plug hats. They were unmercifully 
“wuyed’ at the time, but the two dudes have 
since developed into excellent officers. 

In a conversation with a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning Lieut. Keohler said that 
the bunt for Geronimo was very wearisome 
und exceedingly unsatisfactory. ‘‘You think 
you've got the murderous old _ red- 
Skin, said he, but before you are 
aware of it he is 100 miles away from you. When 
last I heard of the band, onthe 29th of June, 
they had just killed about six people in the 
southern part of the Territory.’ 

„How many men has Geronimo with him?“ 

„„Oh, not over twenty-five or so, in his im- 
mediate company, and about forty or fifty 
moreinhis band. The chief and his braves 
go scouting over the country on their own 
hook, visiting the squaws and the rest of the 
band about rey three or four weeks. Geron- 
imo is thoroughly acquainted with the coun- 
try; knows every nook and cranny of the 
mountains and in that respect has the advan- 
tage of the troopers. He carries no commis- 
sariatandis not burdened with wanes of 
any kind. Whenever the bucks get hungry 
they kill a beef on some neighboring ranche 
and in that way live on the country as they go 
along. With their hardy Indian ponies they 
can make ninety miles a day with ease. 

GERONIMO 

never shows fight uniess he out-numbers the 
enemy four to one. He lays in wait for small 
parties and takes no chances against the 
troops. The heat, which is intolerable to a 
white man, is rather enjoyable 
to an Indian and Geronimo gets fat on stolen 
beef and a temperature of 110 degrees in the 
shade. As against ninety miles made by an 
Indian, the regular troops when on the il 
are doing very well if they average thirty-five 
or forty milesaday. The territory which we 
cover is very large in extent and despite the 
fact that there are about a thousand soldiers 
looking for him,Geroniino finds little difficulty 
in slipping away from us.’’ 

Do you think that you shall ever succeed 
in catching him?“ 

„Well, yes, Ithink we shall. It’s only a 
question of time when some company of troops 
will stumble across him and capture him.“ 

Lieut. Keohler returns to New Mexico and 
active service immediately. 


A MAD DOG IN CHICAGO, 


Consternation Produced on a Principal 
Thoroughfare of the City. 


CHICAGO, July 10.—A mad dog had posses- 
sion of Halsted street forthe distance of a 
block last night, until he had bitten one boy, 
ttampeded the inmates of a saloon and finally 
been killed through the united efforts of two 
policemen. Asthe animal rushed down the 
street there was a general stampede, but 
HugojLorey,a 19-year-oldboy, was unable to get 
out the way and was bitten. The dog then ran 
into Aldrich’s saloon, which was filied with 
customers. The appearance of the animal 
with eyes flashing and mouth frothing, snap- 
ping at all objects within his reach, created 
great consternution in the saloon. Every- 
body, the proprietor included, vacated 
the premises, bolting through doors and win- 
dows and falling over each other in wild con- 
fusion. The dog retained possession of the 
piece until two police officers came alo and 
led him with their revolvers. They hada 
desperate fight, however, and narrowly 
escaped being bitten. One of them stood on 
the counter while the other held a coign of 
vantage on a billiard-tabie, from which points 
they fired a number of shots and finally suc- 
ceeded in dispatching the dog. Hugo Lorey 
was attended bya doctor, who cauterized the 
wound, and itis probable that the boy will be 
sent to New York to be treated by the Pasteur 
method.

HARVEST HOPES. 


Outlook for the Various Crops— Winter Wheat 
Nearly all Garnered. 


RoOcHESi ER, N. T., July 10:—From over five 
hundred reports from special correspondents 
the American Rural Home makes a summary 
of the crops ofthe country as follows: The 
unprecedented heat, accompanied by the dry 
weather ever since the firstof July, is telling 
very severely upon meadows and pastures. 
The spring wheat, oat and grass crops are all 


more or less injured by the extremes of 
weather during the growing season. The 
winter wheat harvest is over with the excep- 
tion of Michigan, where it is being rapidly fin- 
isted. North of the Ohio river the crop 
is secured, generally in good condition. 
Stacking and threshing are progressing and an 
early movement is | edfor. The weather is 
very fine for securing thecrop. The yield is 
avout the same as that of 1855, which was gen- 
erally below the average. Oats are very irreg- 
ular in the stand. Early sown are headed out 
and are turning good, but late sown are indif- 
ferent in length and the standis poor. The 
decrease in the spring wheat yield is variously 
estimated all the way from 25 to 40 per cent, 
according to the location. Corn is holding its 
own well, but must have rain within the next 
ten days to insure a crop.

DID HE SAY IT? 


John Swinton, the Journalistic Agitator, 
Opens His Mouth and Puts His Foot In It. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu 

New York, July 10.—John Swinton, a Social- 
ist agitator of this city, was for many years 
chief editorial writer on the Sun. He now has 
a paper of his own. At the meeting of 
Wednesday evening to protest against the 
action of the courts in regard to boycotters he 


made a long speech. One paragraph in it was 
thus reported for the WORLD by a stenograph- 


er: ‘‘I was amused this morning when I saw 
ina newspaper heading ‘The Purity of the 
Bench.’ It was the funniest thing I ever saw 
ina newspaper. Does that editor know of 
Barnard, Cardoza and McCann? Where 
are they? What does the Bar 
Association say of another Judge 
-now in power, iting © to 7 sentence upon 
you? Is it true that there is a Judge in owr city 
who is a daily visitor to the office of Jay 
Gould? I'll tel 8 something. When I was 
an editor of a daily paper I had a Judge of this 
State come to me and saytome: ‘I will give 

"on any judgment you want in my court. 1 
John Swinton, had the offer made to me and i 
stand ready to testify to this.’’ 

This was a remarkable statement and a 
WORLD reporter was sent to ask Mr. Swinton 
the name ofthis Judge. If he declined to give 
the name the reporter was instructed to ask 
why Mr. Swinton, as a professed friend of 
labor, should fail to have a Judge guilty of 
such an offense impeached and removed. 

MR. SWINTON WAS FOUND 
at his office, and in reply to the first question 
said: In my speech at Cooper Institute 
Wednesday evening I never uttered a single 
word about a Judge coming to me and stating 
that he would give me whatever verdict 1 
would ask in a certain case. I never said so 
forI never had reason or cause tosay the 
like. Whenl went tothe grand demonstra- 
tion of the labor unions last Wednesday even- 
ing, Ihad prepared a series of facts which 1 
intended introducing into my address for the 
purpose of sustaining our position and the 


demands, or protestations, as you 
may call it, against the present 
mode of interpreting justice. In the 


course of my remarks 1 made a 
series ot statements dependent upon each 
other, and when I had arrived at a cer- 
tain supposition which I had used to put 
my case clearly it went out to the ears of 
the reportorial set present as an unpleasant 
statementand it was consequently falsified 
and printed in its incorrect form. I never said 
a word about the wishes of a judge toward 
me. I deny’ it most positively and most in- 
dignantly. It was aciear case of untruth.’’ 

What was the statement then that you 
made which led the reporters to err in their 
reports of your speech!“ 

**I cannot tell you the statement for it would 
take three hours to go over my speech. It 
would be necess for me to repeat it to you 
entirely. This Il will not do unless by a special 
monetary arrangement with your paper. The 
idea of sending reporters to report meetings 
and speeches who can’t read or write. The 
reporters on the papers of this city are an in- 
competent class and unfit to reporta cat fight. 
They purposely falsified my assertions and 
made them befit their dignified conceptions. 
All the reporters present fell into the same 
gross mistake and this goes to prove their pu- 
erile abilities.’’ 

Don't you think it a strange coincidence 
that several reporters present shouid falsify a 
. part of your address? Can you account 

or it? 

No; leannot assign any reason why my 
speech should be. so incorrectly reported. 

hey must have been laboring under some 
temporary delusion.’’ 

The following are the reports in the various 
city journals in addition to that in the WORLD, 
which mentioned this paragraph in Swintou’s 
speech. It is proper to say that every news- 
paper sends its own reporter or reporters to 
such meetings.

PURITAN POLITICIANS. 


THE STIFF AND STARCHED MASSACHU- 
SETTS OFFICE-HOLDERS. 


How the President Has Treated the Bay 


State Democracy —Inefficient Men Ap- 
pointed on Their Deportment-—The Way 
Endicott Got His Portfolio—A Review of 


New England Politics. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrsraTcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 9.—The friends 
of this administration claim that its chief merit 
is based upon its high civil-service reform 
character. The Mugwump friends of Mr. 
Cleveland claim that Federal service has 
been CcOfiktantly improved since his accession 
to office. Tosee whether this claim has any 
foundation in fact it is worth while to review 
the appointments made by Mr. Cleveland since 
March 4, 1885. This can be done by taking up 
the appointments of each State. I will begin 
this labor with Massachusetts, the home of the 
Mugwamps. Mr. Cleveland has not made 
many appointments for this State. 
His frst prominent appointment was 
that of Endicott as Secretary of 
War. There is a bit of unwritten history in 
connection with his appointment. Oongress- 
man Patrick Collins was promised the repre- 
sentation of Massachusetts in the Cabinet. 
He was told that he was to be Secretary of the 
Navy. Mr. Endicott went to Albany for the 
purpose of urging Mr. Collins’ selection. 
While there Mr. Cleveland became so cap- 
tivated by his deportment that he offered him 
a place in his Cabinet. Mr. Endicott is an 
eminently respectable man, but he is weak, 
and absolutely represents no political force in 
Massachusetts. He has no more influence in 
public affairs at Washington than any cierk in 
his department. He is a nice, well-fed, well- 


groomed, clean-looking man who never tires 
of gazing upon his own portrait, and who 
never forgets to congratulate himself upon 
the fact that he is a descendant of one of the 
Mayflower families.

MERCHANTS, DOCTORS AND LAWYERS WHO 
SEARCH MARKETS FOR GOOD THINGS. 


The Men Who Do the Buying for Their 
Own Tables—Selecting Meats, Vegetables 
and Dainties—The Tastes of Wel)-Known 
St. Louisans—Ladies Who Market. 


It is related of DAniel Webster that having 
been raised on a farm one of his great delights, 
even after his career as a statesman began, 
was to rise early, and, with a big basket on 


chagethe supplies necessary for his family 
during the day. There are a great many 
worthy citizens of this city who emulate the 
great statesman’s example. The household 
reporter of the POSsST-DISPATCH was talking 
with a very intelligent market-dealer the other 
day when a prominent citizen with a basket- 
ful of supplies on his arm happened to pass 
by, and the conversation turned upon the 
different domestic traits of men. ‘‘Some men 
are very much averse, said the dealer, to 
doing anything in public which would give an 
intimation that they were domestically in- 
clined. There are a great many men who 
would rather pay a messenger boy 25 cents to 
carry a bundle out to their home than be seen 
with it themselves, while others take a pride 
in purchasing and carrying goods home to 
their families. But the latter are the excep- 
tions. So it is with marketing. Many 
men would think it womanly to take 
a basket and go to the market to pur- 
chase the supplies for their families, but if 
their wives do not happen to have 
on the table at meals what they fancy they 


become sour in manner and tell her in testy 
tones that she don’t know what to buy. But 
though they complain often of what is placed 
before them, the majority prefer to take what 
they get rather than wake the purchases 
themselves. To some men, however, it isa 
pleasure for them to come to the market, 
where they can get everything of the best, and 
take a basketful of meats or game and vege- 
tables home with them.’’ . 
„ARE THERE MANY WELL-KNOWN CITIZENS 
who come to the market and make their pur- 
chases themselves?“ asked the reporter. 
„Well, yes. There's Wm. A. Hargardine, 
to begin with. Heisa genial old gentieman, 
whose general appearance indicates good liv- 
ing, and is well known to every dealer in the 
market. Mr. Hargardine generally comes 
down in the morning in the street car, or in 
his buggy, and hitching his horse to a post, he 
and his colored servant make the rounds of 
the market with a big basket, which «he 
always fills with what strikes his 
fancy. He is very particular and always wants 
the best. Jim Broadwell, ex-clerk of the 
House of Delegates is,also a regular buyer; He 
comes around in the evening with a large bas- 
ket and makes the rounds. The boys tell a 
good story on Jim. If he sees anything that 
particulariy strikes his fancy he always buys 
t. One evening when apples were very scarce 
Broadwell saw a box of very fine ones which 
had deen received by a dealer. He 
asked the price. He was slightly stag- 
gered by the reply, but as he had 
set his heart on getting some he told the dealer 
to give hima peck. He alteady had his bas- 
ket, which was a covered one, very full, and 
after the dealer had dumped the apples in he 
broke one side of the coverin endeavoring to 
close it. Just then a Fifth street car passed 
along and Broadwell made a run for it. A 
number of his acquaintances were on board, 
and when they saw the luscious-looking 
apples they all reached over and took one, 
thinking, perhaps, thatthe basket was full. 
Broadwell watched them with a sad expres- 
sion, but his good nature would not low 
him to offer an objection, and when he reached 
home be handed the two or three remaining 
—.— to his children, having lost all taste for 
them. 

MESSRS. GEORGE AND ISAAC BAKER 

are also frequenters of the market. They 
drive down in their buggies in the morning, 
make their purchases and go to their business, 
leaving the drivers to take the baskets home. 
Mr. D. 8. Holmes of Krafft, Holmes & Co. 
and Mr. J. R. Holmes, his brother,come down 
in the morning, buy what they want and have 
it sent out. 

Mr. Julius Walsh, Douglas Cook, Joseph G. 
Lodge, Francis Overstolz, Wm. McBlair, Wm. 
R. Donaldson do their own buying, but very 
seldom take home anything they purchase 
themselves. 

L. E. Collins buys what he eats himself. 
He is especially partial to canteloupes, and is 
credited with having bought the first one 
that appeared in the market this year. 

Mr. Joseph Garneau comes to the market 
frequently. Heis very particular as to his 
wants but not much so about the price. 

Dr. Kier is a great vegetarian. He does his 
own buying at the market, and while he is 
being waited on will eat up a couple of 
tomatoes and afew radishes. He can also de- 
vour more apples, cherries and berries than 
any small boy Jever saw, and small boys’ 
capacity for these fruits is supposed to be un- 
limited. 

Col. Don Morrison is seen occasionally, He 
is very fond of game, and the very first day 
any new species appears in the market he is 
bound to have it. 

The smiling countenance of Ex-Gov. Chas. 
P. Johnston is a familiar one to the market 
men. He never misses a Friday evening at the 
fish stand, and usually departs with a large 
redsnapper, at which he casts many fond 
giances as he rides out home in the Chestnut 
street cars. :

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THE FROZEN DEEP. 


Lor. GREELY’S STORY OF ARCTIC LIFE 
AND ADVENTUBE. 


Opening Chapters — Into Greenland — Lady 
Franklin Bay-Quarrels and Divisions— 
An Arctic Home—Routine and Variety— 
The Reign of Night. 


THREE YEARS OF ARCTIC SERVICE. By ADOL- 
paus W. GREELY. New York; Charles Scribner's 
Sons. 1886. 2 vols. cloth 8vo. Received from 
John L. Boland, 610 and 612 Washington avenue. 
Lieut. Greely’s long-expected work hav- 

ing been at length issued is doubtiess a 

source of very considerable gratification both 

to the author and the public. The work 
is written in a systematic form evidently 
compiled from a diary, as one would naturally 
expect it to be, and while it contains, as may 
be supposed, much valuable and interesting 
matter, it must be owned that a man to whom 
descriptive writing comes as a second nature 
would have given us a good deal more. 
Though when one takes into consideration the 
terrible experiences on which the writer is ex- 
pected to dilate—the horrors of that last awful 
winter when his comrades, loved, honored 
and deeply mourned, were dropping around 
him like rain—we cannot be surprised if re- 
turning through the paths of memory to that 
awful period is like tearing open a festering 
wound. This reflection should arrest unkind 
criticism in the bud and cause some feelings of 
gratitude that we have the account given 
to us at all. The writing and descrip- 
tion is not brilliant, though at times 
it ascends to pathos, and occasionally 
flashes into a dry humor which comes 
to the reader (who will assuredly get 
a little weary occasionally ifhe be not more 
or less than morta!) like a draught of water to 
athirsty traveler. The work, however, is one 
that will be read for its facts, not for its inter- 
est, and therefore without wasting more time 
in introduction, we will proceed to scan as 
briefly as may be the work itself. We propose 
in the first article to give a brief review of the 
life and habits ofthe party during the early 
months of the expedition, together with such 
descriptions of natural phenomena as are af- 
forded by the writer or will interest the 
reader, Inthe second sketch we propose to 
give a brief review of those terribie sufferings 
endured by the little band of brave men dur- 
ing the later months, apropos of which Lieut. 
Greely remarks in hig preface: 


No pen could ever convey to the world 
an adequate idea of the abject misery 
and extreme wretchedness to which 
we were reduced at Cape Sabine. In- 
sufficiently - clothed, for months without 
drinking water, destitute of warmth, our 
sleeping-bags trozen to the ground, our walls, 
root — floor covered with frost and ice, sub- 
sisting on one-fifth of an Arcticration, almost 
without clothing, light, heat or food, yet we 
were never without courage, faith and hope. 


The book opens with a brief account of for- 
mer expeditions to the Arctic seas, which as 
they are matters of history need not be 
touched upon here. The third chapter 
isa dissertation on Greenland,.which as it 
contains some interesting facts not generally 
known, may be briefly noticed. The author's 
excuse for the digression is given in the open- 
ing paragraph, where he states that ‘‘vague 
and indefinite ideas regarding that country 
prevail, even among intelligent classes, and 
many know it only as depicted in Heber’s cel- 
ebrated hymn.’’ 

„Greenland, remarks the author, might 
well be called the Glacial Continent,’ as fully 
three-fourths of its known area is covered 
by an eternal ice-cap known as the inland 
ce.“ 

In spite of this fact, however, human beings, 
manage to live thereon,chiefly Esquimaux,who 
subsist principally by hunting and fishing. 
Seals, white whales, birds and fish afford 
seven-eighths of their subsistence, the balance 
being bread, peas and barley from the trade. 
The money they receive for skin and blubber 
goes for coffee, bread, cotton goods and 
sugar. Intoxicating drinks are not sold. 
Although much relishing spirituous liquors 
the Greenlanders are not given to intoxication. 


In general they are devout, honest, truth- 
ful. Their vices are negative. A gentle folk, 
violence and theft are rarely known among 
them, andin twelve years but one murder 
and that in passion. he Municipal Council 
investigate and punish offenses, which are 
generally trivial, but they have no means of 
enforcing punishment, which is usually light, 
such as denial of trade privileges, which en- 
tails abstention from bread and coffee. Occa- 
sionally temporary expulsion from the settile- 
ment is decreed. 

Two-thirds of the houses are miserable, 

artly underground hoveis with no means of 

eating or cooking except the ESquimuu cdmp. 

Men and women are alike clothed with jacket 
and trousers. The jacket is a hooded 2 er, 
with openings only for face and hands. The 
hood is enlarged when necessary, so as to ad- 
mitof an infant being carried inside against 
the woman's back. © women’s boots, of 
variegated white, red and purple leather, are 
elaborately ornamented with fancy seams. 
Boots, trousers and jumpers are sometimes 
trimmed with fancy fur. 

The Esquimanu boot is of smooth, well-tanned 
sealskin, which resists occasional immersion 
in water. The soles projecting at heel and toe 
are skillfully curved up, and united to the up- 
pers in such a manner that no seam is found 
on a bearing surface. 


The organization and equipment of the Lady 
Franklin Bay expedition was accomplished 
under great disadvantages, arising not only 
from inadequate means but from the avowed 
hostility to the work of the Cabinet ehief 
under whose charge it necessarily was. The 
object was to establish a polar station for the 
United States Signal Service. The scheme was 
projected by Capt. Howgate of the United 
States Army, who had especially interested 
himeelf in Arctic matters and had made an ef- 
fort to projecta colony at that point. Failing 
in this, Capt. Howgate succeeded in having 
Lady Franklin Bay designated as the point in 
the Archipelago of North America which was 
to be occupied by the Signal Service as a po- 
lar station. 

The plan eventually decided upon was the 
transportation of the expedition in a char- 
tered vessel from St. Johns, Newfoundland, 
to Lady Franklin Bay, where the party was to 
establieh their quarters, the ship returning. 
A steamer was to visit the station annually 
with supplies and recruits. The transport se- 
lected was the Proteus, a vessel admirably 
suited for the work. Her master, Richard 
Pike, hadfor many years been engaged in 
the dangerous seal fishery of the 
Labrador ice and was one of the most ex- 
perienced captains and ice navigators of New- 
foundiand. On June 14, 1881, the main party, 
under command of Lieut. Jas. B. Lockwood, 
sailed from Baltimore for St. Johns on the 
steamer Nova Scotia, where they were joined 
by the author. . 

The record of the journey contains nothing 
of particular interest to general readers. It is 
simply a brief record of progress and a cata- 
logue of the game and objects of natural his- 
tory sighted and killed. 

Discovery Harbor, at the mouth of Lady 
Franklin Bay, was sighted on Augustll, On 
reaching the entrance to the harbor a narrow 
channel free from ice was found, into which 
the Proteus steamed slowly. An ice anchor 
was thrown on the harbor floe and the voyage 
to Lady Franklin Bay was prosperousily 
ended.

grasees, or the familiar buttercup. Higher up, 
on a glacier drift of clayey nature, countless 
Arctic poppies of luxuriant growth, dotted 
with fair yellow the landscape. Surely this 
resence of bird and flower and beast were 
Eladiy greetings on Nature's part to our new 
home. 

The Captain of the Proteus was desirous of 
landing the party in Discovery Harbor, but 
Lieut. Greely did not see his way to abandon- 
ing the contemplated location at Water Course 
Bay, owing to its proximity to a seam of excel- 
lent coal. The northern half of the bay was 
then filled with pressed-up floes from the in- 
fluence of the southwest gale which yet con- 
tinued. The account of the gallant steamship 
forcing her way through these heavy fields of 
ice is interesting. 

The Captain commenced at once breaking 
up the harbor ice,a work which lasted for 
seven hours continuously until we anchored 
opposite the post-office cairn and Within a 
hundred yards of it. It was very troublesome 
to force @ passage, as there was no place tor 
the broken floes to be driven to, The ice av- 
eraged sixteen inches in thickness, but in 
many places it was eight or ten feet. The lat- 
ter was in moderately rotten condition or the 
vessel could never have made its way through 
it. It was surprising that she did her 
work so well. The Proteus would back 
several hundred yards from the line of the 
ice, and then going ahead at full speed would 
strike the heavy floes squarely with her iron 
prow. Her impact was such that, surging and 
rising, she wduld plunge into the solid ice 
from half to her whole length. As she moved 
ahead the entire crew rolled the vessel so as to 

ive a motion sideways, which tended to fur- 

her break up the foes and prevent the ship 
from being caught and wedged. Great skili is 
needed tor the proper handling of a ship un. 
der such conditions, for she must be stopped 
and backed before she has entirely lost head- 
way, in order to avoid wedging. Despite 
Capt. Pike’s great experience, the ship was 
several times caught, thus entailing loss of 
time and expenditure of fuel. 

Immediately on landing a site was chosen 
for the house, which was arranged to stand 
north and south. The station was named 
Conger, after Senator Conger, who had inter- 
ested himself specially in behalf of the expe- 
dition. Atthis point one or two unpleasant 
circumstances Occurred. Mr. Clay, grandson 
of Henry Clay, the great commoner, a culti- 
vated, refined gentieman and an ardent 
sportsman, agreed to differ with the Sur- 
geon, Dr. Octave Pavy,and on the 16th informed 
Lieut. Greely of his desire to return to the 
United States, as he thought such a course 
calculated to promote the harmony and in- 
terests of the expedition. Though regetting 
to lose his company (the surgeon was of 
course indispensable) and asthe two gentle- 
men could not agree, there was no re- 
course but to accept with regret 
the proposition. A few days  after- 
ward Lieut. Kislingbury became dissatisfied 
with the expeditionary regulations and re- 
quested that he be relieved from duty with the 
expedition. He wasso relieved, but unfort- 
unately the Proteus got under way for her 
return journey to the United States just as 
Lieut. Kislingbury was leaving the station, 
and he was obliged to return to Conger. He 
remained, consequently, at Conger, doing no 
duty and with no further requirement than 
that he should conform to the police regula- 
tions ot the station. An excellent shot and an 
assiduous hunter, he contributed by his skill 
to the stock of game, and thus to the health 
and comfort of the party. He at no time, 
however, requested to return to duty as an 
officer of the expedition, nor was he requested 
to do so. The author remarks apropos of 
these contretemps: 

These unfortunate episodes emphasize the 
stage | of selecting ior Arctic service only 
men and officers of thorough military quali- 
ties, among which subordination is by no 
means of secondary importance. If in all 
military commands that element is of great 
importance, itis of predominating weight in 
Arctic work, where isolation and scif-depend- 
ence impose peculiar and rigid conditions. 

At the same time Corporal Starr and Private 
Ryan developed physical ailments which un- 
fitted them for prolonged Arctic service and 
were also ordered to return by the Proteus, 
much to their regret, | 

On the istheof August the steamship was 
finally discharged, and after almost ily 
efforts to.break through the ice, all of Which 
proved abortive, she was ice-bound in sight 
of land. Finally, on August 26, she made a 
desperate attempt and broke through the 
dense, narrow strip of packed floes which had 
out her off from open water. 

It was but natural (remarks the author) that 
many a longing glance should be sent after 
the departing ship, but, on the whole, I doubt 
not there was a certain sense of relief that the 
ship had actually gone, and that our work 
had fairly commenced. While the ship re- 
mained in the barbor it caused a feeling of 
restlessness and uneasiness which quite dis- 
appeared as soon as she departed. 

This fact accomplished, .werk was pushed 
orward upon the house, the party meanwhile 
living in tents. 

By August 25 some of the p moved in, 
there being a roof to cover their heads, al- 
though the foor and windows were not yet 
com . A portion of the party remained 
a short time longer in the tents which formed 
our original quarters, some preferring to walt 
until everyth was In order and their places 
finally allotted them, and others because 
they realized that the quarters in the house 
would soon become monotonous, and that it 
was bestto defer their occupation until the 
last possible moment. 

The house was finally completed on August 
28, upon the only comparatively level part of 
the country immediately surrounding. The 
building was conveniently and pleasantly sit- 
uated, within thirty yards of the water’s edge, 
Oh a small table-iand between two brooks 
which, forafew months in the year, ran into 
thesea. For the benefit of those who would 
like to know how an Arctic house should be 
built, we append our author’s description in 
full. 

The house was 60 feet by 17 feet in the 
clear.

small space of 11 bys feet was allowed the 
cook as his special domain. At the north and 
south ends lean-tos of canvasand tar-paper 
were constructed, which served useful pur- 
poses as store - houses, and also afforded inter- 
mediate stopping piaces between the warm 

uarters and the wintry air. An excellent 

ath-tub was made, which abutted against the 
chimneys, so that this indispenssbie adjunct 
of an Arctic house was always comfortable for 
persons using it. 

This was very comfortable; nor were the 
surroundings less desirable, for the author 
remarks in concluding his description of 
the house and neighborhood. 

It will be thus seen that our immediate sur- 
roundings were on nature’s grandest scale. So 

rfect wan the harmony and so propor- 
ionate the parts that the grandeur, at first, as 
of Niagara, was bardly appreciated. 

The great harbor with its twenty square 
miles of immense ſce- floes, hemmed in at 
every point by precipitous walls which ranged 
from hundreds to thousands of feet in mh ed | 
seemed at landing but a small bay surrounde 
by moderate hills. 

But at times our thoughts and eyes turned 
homeward, and from the station far to the 
southward the bold Capes of Morton and Tyson 
stood forth on clear days, grim sentinels that 
overlook the eternal ice stream which pushes 
downward from the interior of Greenland into 
Peterman Fiord. : 

But all the ingenious contrivances of art 
commingled with the beauties of nature, fail to 
make life a pleasant problem in the Arctic 
seas. Traveling is peculiarly disagreeable 
whether it be performed during the brief Arc- 
tio summer, which is, after all, only winter 
and water, or during the almost impenetrable 
darkness of the long winters when the only 
natural light comes from the Arctic glow and 
flashing auroras. 

Apropos of summer travel, 
gives the following description. 

The sun shines but little and feebly, (this is 
in August. In winter it does not shine at 
all); the nights, the bugbear of all Arctic 
travelers who have endured them, lengthen

with fearful rapidity; the motst, pene- 
trating air readily chills and stupti- 
fies, while the cold steadily increases 
with the growing autumns. The young 


ice formed rapidly by low temperatures 
is a thick leathery substance, the surface of 
which is covered an inch or more with a moist 
saline effervescence, beautiful to the eye, but 
which binds and impedes the passage of a 
sledge much the same as wet sand checks the 
movement of an engine on the rails. This 
substance, congealing only at very low tem- 
peratures, melts and saturates the footgeur 
of the travelers. In addition, a light 
coating of snow frequently conceals thin, 
young ice when the serious danger of its 
breaking under the sledge and the consequent 
immersion of the whole party is encountered. 
In autumn temperatures the traveling gear of 
aman once wet, 


is sound doctrine that autumn sledging should 
be carefully planned, attempted with great 
caution and never pushed to great distances, 

On August 80 the surgeon, Dr. Oetave Pavy, 
and Sergt. Rice, the photographer of the ex- 
pedition, set out on an overland trip north- 
ward, Their instructions required them to 
proceed as far as practicable toward Cape 
Joseph Henry, searching carefully on 
the way for traces of the missing 
steamer Jeannette. In addition they were 
to examine the condition of the English 
depot at Lincoln Bay and report on 
the practicability of autumn and spring trav- 
eling by sledge, along the Grinnell Land 
coasts to the northward. They traveled with 
packs, carrying a dog tent, blankets and suf- 
ficient provisions to last them as far asthe 
English depot, where their supplies could be 
renewed. On their way northward the depot 
at Lincoln Bay was missed, but was visited on 
the return journey. 


The depot was discovered in generally bad 
odor. 22 —— were strewn round in 
disorder and apparently several which could 
not be found were blown over the cliffs by 
a violent wind. Nearly a thousand rations of 
Australian beef, curry paste, onion powder 
and matches were in perfect condition as also 
600 rations of stearine. A small quantity of 
tobacco, chocolate and sugar were good, the 
rest having become mouldy ; the tea, sugar and 
salt had suffered from dampness, while the 
potatoes and bread were spoiled by mould. 


Na traces of the Jeannette were found, as 
that unfortunate ship had sunk three weeks 
before. During this gxpedition the photog- 
rapher, Sergt. Rice, was disabled by 
breaking through the young ice and saturating 
his foot-gear This produced an attack of 
acute rheumatism from which, however, he 
recovered in due time. 

Severe temperature commenced in August, 
covered the sea with ice, dried up the running 
brooks, drove southward the migratory birds 
and played sad havoc with the vegetation. 


The first signs of the coming polar night 
were noted on the evening of September 9, 
when a grateful change to the eyes came 
with a bright moon and the sight of a star of 
the first magnitude. Whilethe mental irrita- 
tion and depression consequent on the Are gic 
nightare not experienced during the polar 
day, yet the latter has disadvantages. In 


‘| some a marked tendency to sleeplessness de- 


veloped, and even the most methodical fell 
into irregular hours and habits unless routine 
was imposed upon them. 


The extremely rapid approach of darkness 
is a marked characteristic of all very high lati- 
tudes. The first star at midnight was not seen 
until September 9, and yet on October 8 the 
use of lamps became necessary within doors, 
except for an hour at midday. The author's 
description of the sun’s last visit is very 


pathetic, 
The last day of possible sunlight came Octo- 
ber 15. All had an uneasy, restless feeling 


while watching and waiting for the sun’s ap- 
pearance, the clouds in the south rendering it 
uncertain if we should be favored with its rays 
at the station.
